We have had considerable to say with regard to the 


iblic Utilities Commission from time to time. It is 
tnerally believed, and we think that this belief has 
tlid foundation, that the Public Utilities Commission 
insiders itself the servant of the Public Service Cor- 
wrations and not the servant of the people. Unques- 
xoably the law governing the method of meeting their 
numeration has considerable to do with the attitude 
hich they take. 


All other men and commissions are paid directly 


rapt the general revenue fund. But in the case of the 
iblic Utilities Commission, there is a different pro- 
sion. In their ease there is an assessment made upon 
I the public service corporations in proportion to their 
'Oss income, to meet the salary and expenses of the 
iblic Utilities Commission. They can not help but 
el that their pay comes immediately and directly from 
e coffers of the public utilities companies. 


One of the members of the Public Utilities Commis- 


yn appearing before the Finance Committee of the 
mate to make a request for an additional appropria- 
>n clinched his argument by the statement that this, 
course, would cost the state nothing; that he had 
ken the matter up with several representatives of the 
cger public service companies of the state, and they 
raid be perfectly willing to have this added to their 
sessment. 


,It is natural for people to feel that they are work- 


g-for the ones who pay the money for their salaries, 
le ox knows his owner, and the ass his master's crib, 
id we believe that this provision in the statutes is one 
the chief reasons for the all too apparent loyalty of 
e Commissioners to the corporations. They should be 
id as all other state officials are paid, and their loy- 
fcv should be to the people of Ohio and not to a small 
iction of the people of Ohio. 


BUSINESS MANAGEMENT IN THE STATE 
We were examining one of the public buildings of 


e state recently, and learned that this particular 
lilding, together with practically all of the public 
lildings of Ohio, -was violating the state building code 
its wiring. There was either open wiring or wiring 
closed in wooden moulding. 


We made inquiry, for we remembered that ninety 


ousand dollars had been appropriated for certain 
tildings in one institution alone, for this very purpose, 
ny wasn 't is used ? The reply from the Board' of Con- 
ol was, that the Welfare Department refused to use 
for one building at a time as the Board of Control de- 
•ed. The Board of Control desired to do it in this 
anner to determine which was the least expensive 
ly to make the change, and how far they could use 
e inmates of the institution themselves in the instal- 
tion of this less hazardous method of wiring. And 
, the work came to a stand-still and nothing was done. 
tie hazard remains not only in that institution, but in 
hers. There will be a great conflagration one of these 
lys, with a terrible loss of life, and apparently no one 
ill be to blame. 


We made further inquiry as to why there was lack 


faith in the wisdom of the Welfare Department, and 
is illustration was forthcoming: A railroad siding 
as needed at Orient. The Director of Welfare wanted 
ic siding put in without bids, and he wanted thirty 
ousand dollars for the purpose. The Board of Con- 
61 insisted that bids should be advertised for, and the 
infract let by competition. The siding was put in for 
neteen thousand dollars, eleven thousand thus being 
.ved. It is no wonder that this same group of men 
'fused to turn over ninety thousand dollars to the Di- 
ctor of Public Welfare to squander, without protec- 
ra for the interests of the state.

SAYS TRADE EXPERT 


Japan is the leading motor mar- 


ket of the Far East, in the opinion 
of W. I. Irvine, United States Auto- 
motive Trade Commissioner 


"Japan leads not 
only in con- 


sumption of motor vehicles but in 
potentialities,"" said Mr. Irvine re- 
cently. He also indicated that China 
Is a promising field, as its walls 
can be used 
for highways, 
and 


some of the wall material is now 
being used for road building. 
There are good roads 
in the 
Straits Settlements and Malay Pe- 
ninsula. The success of automo- 
bile business there 
depends upon 


the condition of the tin and rubber 
markets, which are the mala busl- 
nese of that region. 


Among the significant comments 


which Mr. Irvine made on 
Far 
East markets were the following: 


"There are in Japan to-day ap- 


proximately 10.000 usable motor 
vehicles, not including motorcycles.

More than one-third of 
these were imported during the 
years 1820 and 1921. As the life of 
a car is set at about five years, 
dealers estimate that replacements 
alone will call for 2.000 vehicles a 
year.

They were turned o^er to Sklp- 
with's attorneys for possible action 
by postal authorities. 


Is Unvom-erned 


The aged klan chieftain showed 


no concern for his personal safety 
as a result of the death threats, but 
his friends were understood to have 
established a -vigil to prevent them 
•being executed. 
Two of the let- 


ters threatened Skipwuh's life by 
hanging and a third suggested a 
dynamite plot. 


"I'm 
not alarmed by these threats 


against my life " the cyclops told 
International News Service. "I'm 
75 years old and I'm about ready to 
go any way, so one threat or so 
doesn't cause me much concern. 
These fellows didn't seem to like 
our efforts to stop bootlegging, the 
making of 'white hghtnins' and im- 
morality." 
- "N o, buddy, I'm not much con- 


cerned over what they do " 


The first letter, signed "anti C 


C C," read: 


"You old gray headed- 
you 


need not think by running away to 
Monroe you are going to keep us 
from getting you 
We have your 


number and we're going to get you 
no matter where you go." 
It car- 


ried a skull and cross bones in a 
lower corner. 


The second letter, signed "anti 


Klux" and dated December 30, 
read in part: 
- "I write you this to inform you 
Ku Klux Klan we are after you and 
we are going to make you leave the 
country or we will hang you. We 
have enough of you and we will 
just give you thirty days to get out 
and if you don't get out in that 
time, you better not go to sleep on 
the Job. Take notice, we are go- 
ing to make it mighty hot for you." 


Another threat referred to the 


departure of Dr. Bunne M. McKoin 
from Morchouse parish last fall, 
after-he received a series of threat- 
ening notes. This letter read: • 


"How do you like the way we 


treated your buddy? You see how 
quick he hiked when we got straight 
behind .him. 
We advised him to 


move his family away as we got 
plenty of dynamite to blow him to 
hell. 
Now you take warning and 


follow up McKoin. 
If you don't, 


we have your number."
